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Hender, Hess voted selectmen 


Tuesday's election ushered in a 
fresh perspective to the Board of 
Selectmen, in the form of newcom- 
er Ray Hender, and welcomed 
back experienced incumbent 
John Hess. 

With only 80 votes separating 
them, Hender pulled in the most 
support, with Hess right behind 
him. 

The winners fill the two open 
slots on the board, shutting out 
former School Committee mem- 
ber Tim McCarron, who collected 
418 fewer votes than first-place 
winner Hender. 

Hess, who began his second full 
term Wednesday night. will pick 
up his selectman duties right 
where he left off. His campaign 
treasurer, Neil Gordon of Belknap 
Drive, called Hess from the polls 
at Andover High School as soon as 
the unofficial numbers were tal- 
lied. “Don’t make any plans for 
Monday night,” Gordon told Hess.

Waterlogged area assess storm damage 


Town waits ©

The storm that left many 
residents up to their knees in 
water also could leave taxpay- 
ers drowning in damage costs. 

While the numbers are not 
yet totaled, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski expects the 
final cost to hit somewhere in 
the tens of thousands of dol- 
lars. The town has a $200,000 
reserve fund set aside for pub- 
lic-emergency situations, but 
officials are hoping that the 
federal and state governments 
will pick up the tab. Friday 
afternoon the governor 
declared Essex County was in 
a state of emergency, as the 
combination of melting snow 
and pounding rain trans- 
formed roads and backyards 


from solid ground to impass- 
able waterways. 

But the true realization of 
damages incurred by the 
storm came early this week, 
when the floodwaters crept 
back to reveal washed out 
roads, potholes that resem 
bled swimming pools, and 
messy yards and basements. 

Officials are still waiting to 
hear from the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Associa- 
tion (FEMA) on whether Pres- 
ident Bush will declare Essex 
County a disaster area. If so, 
Andover will line up with 
other hard-hit conimunities to 
receive federal and state aid 
for their troubles. 

“We had a number of areas 
that flooded that don't normal- 
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says Lt. Jim 
Hashem, comparing _ last 
week’s scenario to the flood- 
ing in October of 1996. 

Rushing water eroded six 
feet of roadway on High 
Street, and Woburn Street 
was also damaged. The 
ground near the train tracks 
by Central Street’s Horn 
Bridge washed away after a 
tree fell and pulled down part 
of the tracks’ foundation with 
it. Train service was not inter- 
rupted, as workers scrambled 
to stop the erosion.

“bare-bones” budget that will 
prevent the Andover schools 
from fully pursuing new pro- 
grams and initiatives designed 
to make them “exemplary.” 
One of the initiatives that may 
fall by the wayside is the 
potential introduction of an 
all-day kindergarten option. 

In the half-day kindergarten 
currently offered in Andover 
schools, children are enrolled 
in either morning or afternoon 
sections. All-day kindergarten 
would combine the two time 
slots into one. A potential pilot 
program at Shawsheen School 
has been proposed for this fall, 
though whether “all-day K” 
will be attempted remains in 
doubt. 

“I think there’s probably a 
less-than-50-percent chance of 
pulling it off,” said Bach last 
Tuesday of the “all-day K” 
pilot program. Shawsheen par- 
ents have been invited to par- 
ticipate in a lottery for a slot in 
one all-day section at the

However, with town offi- 
cials pressuring her to keep 
new staff requests to a bare 
minimum, Bach is currently 
not in a position to g0 wild 
with the idea. 

“For every section that we 
put in, that’s half of a teacher's 
salary,” said Bach. Asked if 
she would consider killing the 
program regardless of whether 
it is successful, she said, “If we 
really have to cut, cut our bud- 
get, we might do that.”

The basement of Shawsheen 
School flooded and caused some 
electrical damage, and the roofs on 
a few public buildings sprung a few 
leaks, Stapezynski says. It will take 
two weeks for town workers to 
assess all the damage. 

Though nothing is definite, the 
town ‘vill likely need to cover some 
costs for public building repairs, 
road repairs and police and fire 
overtime, sayS Stapezynski. 

Private homeowners should 
contact the Red Cross, located in 
Lawrence at 693-2465, to get onto 
lists for costs of property damage 


— and repair. While Stapezynski calls 


this one of the worst floods 
Andover has seen, he adds that 
damage in Andover was minimal 
compared to other communities, 
with a few exceptions. 

One home on Napier Street was 
severely damaged because the 
water’s flow went right through it. 

“Those residents really have a 
tough road ahead of them,” says 
Officer Bob Cronin. “There were 
many homes in town were we (had) 


to shut off the electricity and boil- 
ers due to the water.” 

Eight families were evacuated 
from North Main Street, and as of 
Wednesday had not yet returned. 
They are still waiting for the health 
and building inspectors to survey 
the sites. 

“The byproduct of all this is that 
were developing a huge pothole 
problem,” says Cronin, adding that 
police have increasingly received 
calls for help from people damag- 
ing their vehicle in a pothole. “Peo- 
ple really have to be aware that the 
puddle of standing water might be 
4 foot and a half deep.” 

Smooth sailing for some 

But the storm was not without 
its laughs. While overseeing the 
closing of North Main Street last 
weekend, Hashem brought along 
his camera and snapped a photo of 
4 child sailing a boat through the 
First Essex Bank parking lot. “You 
might as well make the best of a 
bad situation,” he laughed. 

Mary Jane Dennehy of Wild 
Rose Drive recalled the sight of a 
person kayaking over the Ballard- 
vale falls — at his own peril, as the 
people watching him all wondered 
who would have to be the one to 
save him from the churning water. 
“Everybody said, ‘You've got to be 
kidding me,” Says Dennehy.

Bowen’s _ article, 
submitted in January, asks 
the town to match $2 million 
of the amount that seniors 
raise privately. It's a chal- 
lenge to the town to partici- 
pate in the fundraising and 
take responsibility for its 
seniors, says Bowen. 

Bowen thought $2 million 
would cover about half the 
expense of renovating Will 
Hall. But since he submitted 
the article, seniors and town 
officials have taken a closer 
look at the costs. According to 
project manager Phil 
Tuminelli’s numbers, _ the 
actual cost to renovate Will 
Hall is closer to $5.2 million, 
not $4 million.

Andover Seniors has raised 
since 1996, minus design 
costs, seniors are facing an 
obstacle of securing $4.6 mil- 
lion before June 30, 2002, in 
accordance with a lease 
between the town and build- 
ing owner Phillips Academy. 

Mass. General Laws state 
that officials cannot add, 
delete or change articles once 
the warrant is closed, which 
prevents any adjustments to 
the Bowen’s $2 million figure 
before Town Meeting. 

“With the warrant article 
as is, we're locked into a ceil- 
ing of what the town would 
contribute,” said Selectmen 
Chairman Brian Major at an 
earlier meeting. 

Receiving approval of $2 
million won't be easy, as offi- 
cials are still struggling to bal- 
ance the budget and look 
ahead to the opening of new 
schools and the safety center 
without asking residents for a 
Proposition 2 % override. 

It is likely that seniors will 
have to raise $2.6 million to 
combine with the town’s pos- 
sible $2 million for the $4.6 
million total.

he residents of Sein Island 
off the coast of France 
learned last month that 9- 


year-old Marissa Risman of 
Durham Drive likes spaghetti. 
But they didn’t get the message 
by phone, fax or e-mail. 

Marissa stated her pasta 
preference in a letter that trav- 
eled 3,000 miles across the 
Atlantic Ocean In a plastic bot- 
tle. It landed on French shores 
in February, and caused the edi- 
tor of the local newspaper to 
joke that “all is not lost” in the 
land of Big Macs. 

The letter was all part of an 
exercise by Maryellen Florio's 
third-grade class at Sanborn 
Elementary School. About one 
year ago, 20 students wrote let- 
ters about themselves, laminat- 
ed them, sealed them in plastic 
bottles, and had them cast into 
the ocean off the coast of 
Gloucester. 

“T had heard they did it, but 
it wasn't a big thing,’ says 
Marissa’s mother, Amy Ris- 
man. Then, last Wednesday, an 
envelope arrived at Sanborn, 
and in it was a letter from 
Pierre Portals, editor of Mouez 
Enez Sun, the Sein Island 


monthly newsletter. A copy of 
the newsletter was also includ- 
ed, with Marissa’s letter on the 
front page, translated into 
French.

The Sanborn students got the 
idea for their experiment from 
classmate Katie o’Connell of 
Dorset Circle. She was on Cape 
Cod with her family earlier that 
year when she herself found a 
message in a bottle, this one 
from a boy on Martha’s Vine- 
yard. 

“She wrote back to him, and 
he wrote to her again,” explains 
Katie’s father, Pat O’Connell. 
“She brought his letter into 
school for show-and-tell, and 
that’s how they got the idea.” 

“T was presented with a very 
teachable moment,” said Florio. 
“The third graders were just 
finishing up their “World Wis- 
dom” unit in social studies, and 
writing a proper letter is a 
benchmark in grade three.” 

After writing and_ bottling 
their letters, the students decid- 
ed to give them a real boost on 
their journey: O'Connell, who 
works in the petroleum busi- 
ness, got in touch with a 
Gloucester fisherman through 
one of his clients. The fisher- 
man agreed to take the stu- 
dents’ bottles out to sea with 
him. In fact, he took the bottles 
50 miles out to sea, and deposit- 
ed them right in the Gulf 
stream, the warm current run- 
ning north from the Caribbean 
and turning toward Europe off 
the coast of Newfoundland. 

“Hopefully, there'll be a lot 
more coming back,” says 
O'Connell.

Faxes, cellular phones lead to new 10-digit dialing system 
| 10 for next door 


Making a call? Dia

For Marty Epstein of Candlewood Drive, the upcoming 
switch to 10 digits for local telephone calls is just one more 
change among many he’s seen in his 73 years. 

“T remember talking to the operator,” says Epstein. “In 
1960 we moved to a place called Warren Township in New 
Jersey. In Warren Township, we did not have dial service. 
You picked up the phone and told the operator the phone 

| number and they would connect you.” 

| When they finally got dial service, Epstein said his 
| monthly phone bill went from $4 to $15. Now he is seeing 
one more change, but not in his rates: beginning Monday, 
| residents and businesses in eastern Massachusetts. will 
| have to dial the area code plus the regular seven-digit num- 
| ber to place local calls. Dialing only seven digits will get you 
a telephone-company recording. 

The reason for this is that phone numbers in the state 
are being gobbled up by cell phones, pagers, fax machines, 
and, simply, more regular phone lines. 
iy have a cell phone and my husband has a cell phone,” 
| says Eleanor Sathan, a reference librarian at Memorial Hall 
Library. “With our home number, that’s three numbers for 
| two people. Our daughter has a home number, a business 
number, a cell phone, and a fax number. Altogether, that’s 
| seven numbers for three people.” 

To meet this demand for new numbers, area codes are 
| not being subdivided, as was done just a few years ago, in 
1997. Instead, four new area codes are being laid over the 
top of the four existing area codes in eastern Massachusetts. 
| No existing numbers will change, nor will local and long 
| distance charges; but, starting in May, new numbers in the 
| current 978 area-code area may begin with an area code of 
191 ‘This is what necessitates the use of all 10 numbers 
when dialing locally. 

Sathan can remember a few previous changes herself: 

eco remember in 1971 when I first moved to North 
Andover, you only had to remember 5 numbers,” she says. 

| According to Sathan, all the phone numbers in North 

| Andover, West Andover, Lawrence and Methuen began 
with 68, and only the last five digits varied. 

Town Moderator Jim Doherty, like Epstein, remembers 
the time before direct-dialing. 

“The Andover switchboard was located in the second 
floor of the Musgrove Building,” says Doherty, referring to 
9 Elm Square. He estimates there were 12 to 15 operators 
altogether, working shifts 24 hours per day, seven days per 
week. “You'd pick up the phone and wait for the operator to 
say, ‘Number please,’ and you'd give them the number, and 
they'd connect you, and you'd be in business.” 

Thus, change is nothing new to Doherty.

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lworsley gets most votes

Longtime Andover High indoor and out 
door track coach Arthur [worsley has been 
named the 2001 Massachusetts State Track 
Coaches Association Boys Coach of the 
Year 

[worsley, the third recipient of the fledg- 
ling award, received a plaque commemorat- 
ing the honor at the annual Track Coaches 
Clinic held March 16. 

The award, voted by coaches across the 
state, includes performance from the previ- 
ous spring season, the past fall’s cross coun 
try season and the recently-completed 
indoor track season. 

[worsley, nominated for the award by 
several different school officials and fellow 
coaches, was the top vote-getter among all 
nominees. 

Iworsley has been the head girls indoor 
track coach at Andover High for the past 25 
years, and took the boys reins in 1989. 

Born and educated in Lawrence, the 54- 
year-old West Elementary School physical 
education teacher ran track at Lawrence 
High for legendary Lancers’ Hall of Fame 
coach Ernie Perry, Sr. 

“At that time you could compete in one 
individual running event, one field event 
and a relay,” said Iworsley. “I was primari- 
ly a sprinter and did the 100 yard dash, long 
jump and 4x100 relay outdoors and the 
sprints indoors. 

“But I wanted to try everything so [ com- 


peted a few times in the shot put, discus and 
hurdles.” 

Iworsley was also a member of the 
Lawrence High football team in the early 
and mid 1960'S. 

His college education came at tiny Doane 
College in Crete, Neb., where he continued 
his indoor and outdoor track careers and 
was also a reserve running back on the foot- 
ball team for two seasons. 

“There were Only 690 kids at the school,” 
recalled Iworsley, who was coached by 
another track legend, Fred Biele, who has 
won numerous national awards and titles. 

“The four years I was at Doane the 
indoor and outdoor track teams and the 
football team were all undefeated,” said 
[worsley. 

The gridders, 38-0-2, competed in the 
NAIA and went to a pair of bowl games 
while Iworsley was there. 

“We played in the Mineral Water Bowl in 
Selsia Springs, Missouri,” recalled Iworsley 
with a laugh. “The first year (1968) we 
played Southwest Missouri State, which 
had a student body of 18,000 against our 650, 
and we won the game 10-0.” 

That monumental upset earned Doane 
mention in several major newspapers and 
magazines across the country. 

The following year Doane was invited to 
the more prestigious Amos Alonzo Stagg 
Bowl, but with traditional national power 
Gramling penciled in as the opponent the

small Nebraska school declined the bid and 
went back to a second Mineral Water Bowl.

Iworsley majored in physical education, 
philosophy and religion. 

His senior year in college he was offered 
a job ata parochial school in Crete. “It paid 
$1 an hour,” said Iworsley. 

Upon graduation he interviewed for a 
teacher-coach position at the University of 
Nebraska, but decided to return home to 
think over his options. 

Shortly afterward, in the fall of 1970, a 
physical education job opened at West 
Elemntary School and Iworsley snapped it 
up. 

He has been there ever since, and was 
named the Andover school system’s physi- 
cal education Teacher of the Year in 1976. 

He also received recognition in 1991-'92 
as the Coach of the Year in all sports for the 
Andover school system. 

“T always knew I wanted to coach some- 
where at some level,” noted the Coach of the 
Year. 

When he first applied for a track coach- 
ing job at AHS in the early 1970’s the spot 
went instead to current Andover High ath- 
letic director and AHS alum Jim Hurley. 

“It didn’t bother me because it was sort 
of an unofficial position,” said Iworsley. 

A few years later legendary AHS track 
and football coach Dick Collins hired Iwors- 
ley as an assistant on his outdoor track staff

and as head man for the girls indoor team. 

He succeeded Collins as boys indoor 
coach in 1989, but when Collins left the out- 
door post five years ago Iworsley stepped 
aside and remained an assistant as former 
AHS state and New England hurdles cham- 
pion Peter Comeau assumed the head job. 

The universally well-liked Iworsley also 
served as JV and later head coach for the 
girls volleyball program, a post he relin- 
quished when George Sullivan took over as 
sole head coach several years ago. 

He and Sullivan also started the boys vol- 
leyball program at AHS.

Iworsley met his wife of 30 years, Kathy, 
at Doane College and the two were married 
shortly after graduation. 

A native of West Springfield and a for- 
mer high school and college field hockey, 
basketball and _ softball standout, Kathy 
Iworsley is now a fourth grade teacher at 
West Elementary. 

The couple has two children. Daughter 
Joy is a senior at Andover High; son Eric is 
a sixth-grader at West Middle School. 

“Pye been extremely lucky to have a 
very supportive wife, a terrific mentor in 
Dick Collins, and a great crew of assistant 
coaches (indoors) like Peter Comeau and 


Brenda Clark-Warne,” said Iworsley. 

The Massachusetts Coach of the Year is 
proof positive that hard work, fairness and 
integrity always pay off.

Anchored by four outstanding 
multi-event seniors, and a deep 
and talented sophomore class, the 
Andover High girls track team is a 
very realistic choice to win the 
State Class B Championship this 
spring. 

The fact that Andover is also 
hosting the Class B Meet on May 
95 at Lovely Field makes the possi- 
bility even more intriguing. 

“That’s our goal to win the 
Class B title,” said head coach 
Peter Comeau. “If we're going to 
do it this is the year.” 

The Lady Warriors came close 
last spring, winning 4a third 
straight MVC dual-meet title while 
posting a 60 league record and 
stretching the conference win 
streak through 10 meets since a 73
